ny the Divinity of our Saviour, muit Flow from 
different Principles, iiuft be influenced by differ- 
ent Motives, mutt be direéted ro different Fnds, 
and coniequentiy there muft be Occafioned an effen- 
tial Change in thofe Duties. In fhort upon the 
Belief of this Doctrine Chrift hath built his Church,
